P. E. PROPOSAL TO CURB ALONG 
CABRILLO AVE. DRAWS COUNTER 
REQUEST FROM LOCAL CHAMBER

Unwilling to allow the Pacific Elec­ 
tric to construct curbing along both 
aides of Its right of way on CabrUlo 
avenue, and unsatisfied with the com­ 
pany's proposal that the cost of wid­ 
ening crossings be shared by business 
interests and the municipality, di­ 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce 
Tuesday sent a new" proposal to the 
company.

The proposal requests the company 
to. lay crushed stone and oil along 
the right of way and_ to widen the 
streets, without curbing.

In case the company does not agree 
to this proposal, it will then be-the 
city's move.

HERE IS LETTER
The proposal of the. company is 

contained in the letter to Secretary 
Gadeky, which follows in full: 
"Mr. H. P. Gadeky, Secretary 
"Torrance Chamber of Commerce, 
"1M7 El Prado Avenue, 
 Torrance, California. 
"Dear Sir:

"Assistant Engineer McClure recent­ 
ly called upon you and certain repre­ 
sentatives of the city and business in­ 
terests of Torrance, concerning better­ 
ment of right of way conditions in 
Cabrillo avenue, between Carson street 
and the Torrance depot.

"As stated to you on the ground, 
the following propositions were sub­ 
mitted to our company:

"1. Curbs should be placed along 
both sides of the Pacific Electric right 
of way, from the end of the present 
paved crossing near the depot and 
extending southerly to the crossing at 
Carson street. The cost of these 
curbs is estimated at $1630.00.

"2. Paved crossing, 45 feet wide, 
proposed to be installed about midway 
between the present crossing near 
depot and Susana avenue.

"3. The present 36-foot crossing at 
Susana avenue proposed to be widened 
to «  feet, by extending the crossing 
35 feet north. To place the track in 
shape for these two crossings will 
cost approximately $515.00, and the 
coat of paving the two crossings will 
be approximately $730.00.

"4. The right of way to be smoothed 
and leveled off, given a coat of oil' 
and covered with a light coat of 
screenings, this work to extend from 
the crossings near the depot, south­ 
erly to Carson street. The cost of 
this work is estimated at $16tO.OQ.

"In connection with widening the 
crossing at Susana avenue, it will be 
necessary lo move one pole, at an 
estimated cost of $65.00. I attach 
blueprint A. E. 3902, showing the lo­ 
cation of the proposed improvements.

"I am Informed by Mr. Pontius that 
in his opinion the following 'would 
be an equitable basis for the appor­ 
tionment of the above expenses:

"1. The cost of widening the present 
crossing at Susana avenue and pro­ 
viding the proposed new crossing, in­ 
cluding cost of moving the pole, track 
work and-paving, should be borne by 
the city of Torrance. As above esti­ 
mated, this cost would be $1310.00.

"2. The cost of grading and covering: 
the right of way with oil and screen­ 
ings should be divided equally be­ 
tween the railway company and the 
business Interests along Cabrillo ave­ 
nue. The estimated cost of this 
work Is $1680.00, and would be divided 
$830.00 to the railway company, 
$830.00 to the business interests.

"3. The railway company should 
bear the cost of curbing the right of 
way, estimated at $1630.00, .and one- 
half the cost of the grading^ and oil­ 
ing of the right of way, estimated at 
$830.00. making the total railway 
share In the proposed improvement 
$2460.00.

"Will you kindly consider this mat­ 
ter with the Interested parties and let 
me have your views in order that 
we may make proper arrangements 
for the financing of the project, pro­ 
viding It Is satisfactory to all con­ 
cerned?

"I realize that you people are 
anxious to have something done, and 
the sooner we can come to some 
agreement, the better it will be for 
all of us.
